Government with regard to major industries and cottage in- 
dustries in the State. At the very outset, I wish to say that 
“^he industrial policy pursued by the Go\'ernment of 'Hyder- 
abad has been of very little help to our State industries. Why 
I am saying this is because the local industries are being alie- 
nated and given to foreign interests. It has been said that 
it has been the political tactics of the Members of the Opposi- 
tion to say that our industries are being alienated and given 
to foreign countries, but I want to prove by figures and facts 
that we are not selling our industries to Birlas but to the fo- 
reign industrialists, because Birlas are the junior partners of 
tlie British, and the Americans. It will be of great interest 
for the hon. Members to know tjiat the famous Birlas Ball- 
Bearing Co. is not purely a Birla concern and Mr. Hoffman 
a Britisher has got 48% shares in the concern, and as such 
gets 43% of the profits of the concern. So, it does not sound 
correct to say that we are selling our industries only to our 
own industrialists and are trying to improve those industries. 
I shall here read out for the information of the hon. Slembers 
a joint announcement made after the Conrmonwealth 3Imisters 
conference held at London, which will be of interest. This 
clearly portrays how our industries are being captured by fo- 
reigners-not by Birlas or Dalmias but by foreign industrialists 
and how quietly and silently the British and iGnerican capital 
is flowing into oiir country. The policy munciated by the 
Commonwealth Ministers at the London Conference is : 

“1. Throughout the Commonwealth there is wide scope 
for world needs food ahd agricultural products, mineral and 
engineering products and improving the means for transfer- 
ring them. 


2. The United Kingdom is the traditional source of ex- 
ternal capital for Commonwealth investment and has special 
responsibilities in the colonial territories. The United King-

U. S. A. and the -Members of the 
organization for European Economic Co-operation. ” This is 
the policy of the British Industralists with regard to the pene- 
tration of their capital into India, and specially into other 
Commonwealth countries. I would here like to quote some 
* figures wMch vividly prove how the foreign industrialists in 
collaboration with our industrialists arc .capturing our indust- 
ries and quietly gaining control of the finances of the country 
and ultimately political power in India. In 1948 the number 
of !Mtish projects in India was 12 and the investment Us. 2.8 
crores 5 in 1949 the number of projects was 27 and investment 
Rs. 1.5 crores; in 1950 the number of projects was 14 and 
investment Rs‘. 1 . 16 crores^ in 1951 the number of projects 
Was 16 investments Rs. 28 . 18 erortei. Thus the total number 


of Britfeh projects up to June 1952 wais 69 and the amount of 
investments was Rs. 38.70 cror^. The figure for American 
capital invested i in 1949 tike number of projects was 8 
and the investment was 6.05 cror^ ; in 1948, of course, 
toe American capital did not invest anything in India ;

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Regarding the cottage iudusn\,‘s, uUi.t h\'. ^'ccu i.he policy 
of the Hyderal)ad GovermntMil ? As a ineeiuev oT llie Collage 
Industries Board, I kutm something ,o;!' Uie <e‘Velu])iuent 
of cottage industri(‘S in the Stale. As ^\t> knm^ the V. P. 
Government is spending about 70 laklis of I’ujiees and the 
INIadras Government is sjteinling about 50 Itikhs of rupees and 
but vhat is the in\ estmeut of ourG()\ ermuent on eol tage indu- 
stries ? it is not s}iending more tlien Rs. 10 laklis. and out- of 
this sum of Rs. 10 lakhs more tlian Us. 0 lakhs are spent on 
estahlishment and other charges. AVith the remaining Rs. -t 
laklis can you except any development of cottage industries ? 
Certainly not. Cottage industries are intentled to re<iuc*e un- 
employment in the country, but how are we going to reduce 
unemployment in the country with such a small amount of 
investment in cottage industries ? Merely shouting slogans 
and taking the name of Mahatma Gandhi and Cottage Indust- 
ries is not going to solve, the cottage imiusirics problem. At 
the last executive committee meeting of the Cottage Indust- 
ries, the hon. the ('ommerce Minister stated that the Govern- 
ment were going to give more money for the development of 
cottage industries and that they were going to establish a se- 
parate Directorate for cottage inclustries, or, if not a s<*parate 
IMrector at least a Joint Director for Cottage Industries. But 
nothing has happened till now ; neither a Joint Director not 
a separate Director has been established for the development 
of cottage industries. Neither the Government has liecn pa- 
tronizing the cottage industries nor does it help in purchasing 
the cottage industries products. At this rate, I think that our 
cottage industries cannot be developed. 

Coming to the investments made in our industries* 
I would like to take the eases of Taj Gay Works, Ajanta 
Fabrics and the Hyderabad Tanneries, etc. Many lakhs 
have been invested in these concerns, but we know that 
today we cannot salvage even a few lakhs firom such 
concerns. Lot of money is being liquidated in these 
concerns and we cannot get any returns fSrom them. 
What is the use of our investing huge amoimts of money in 
these conceriss ? For instance, take the case of the Hyderabad 
Tanneries, ‘fhis concern has been a big scandal in Hyderai»d. 
We have spent more than six lakhs of rupees on the Hyder- 
qhad Tanneries, but till now this concern had not been estab- 
u^ed ; tt is still in the process of establishment. We are 
exporting.dbout Rs. 8 crores worth of hides and skins to other 

e urtS. of India and even to foreign countries. If only the 
yderabad Tanneries had been established on a firm basis, 
on a scienrihe b^is, we would have msuaufactured all the !ea> 
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ther goods necessities of our State and we would nut have had 
the necessity of getting these goods from Kanpur, Mach*as and 
other parts of India, When this is the state of our industries, 
I wonder how long the public of Hyderabad art; going to keep 
quiet about the huge amounts spent on these industries and 
when some of them are in the process of liquidation. 


If the Government finds that the private capitalists and 
industrialists are not in a position to run these concerns, 
why should they not nationalise them. We have got a nmrket, 
we hove got labour force, and we have got etpiipnient, and 
why should the Government fight shy of taking over the 
concerns and rimning them?- The uidustrialists cverytime 
go on demanding more money through loans from Government 
but what are the returns ? They are practically zero. The 
industspialists go on swallowing public money and Government 
funds and retrenching the employees. On one side they talk 
of , financial stringency and get more money, and on the other 
they reteench the labour and create unemploym^t. I would 
like to ask why are we establishing these industries ? It is 
in order to reduce the pressure of population on land and to see 
that the su^lus labour is taken over by the industries and at 
the same time to develop the pace of progress of our indust- 
ries. , But our present Industrial policy ha^ been not only to 
help private Industrialist but allow him to eat away more 
money out of public funds and ultimately reduce the common 
man to object poverty. Tho Government owes a duty to in- 
form us a^ to how it is going to develop the industrial progress 
in Hyderabad State, If the Government pursues its present 
policy, especially of alirmtii^ our industries to fort^gn in- 
du^ali^li, small^cale industri^ and ordinary cottage 
iqdu^os will be hard hit and be ruined, and the Government 
c^bt but be answera;ble to the charges of the public that the 
bistead of developing the industries hi rqhiing 
thc^ in the Stefe., ' ' ’

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Shri M. S. Rajalingam : Just now, we huve heard one 
of the hon. Members making certain {UJeflfe.fions, or, in ti way, ^ 
framing a charge-sheet, against another hon. llemher on thtr 
side of the House. Personally. 1 feel that, if the facts, that 
have been placed before the House, are true, they w(*uld con- 
stitute a sufficient subject-matter for a no-confidenee motion 
' to be moved in the organization or must have been a sunieient 
material to impress upon the Government that financial 
aid to that particular organization shtuild not be given. Hut 
unfortunately, the way in which it has been put. I think, is 
not proper. I also feel that such things in such a way should 
not have been' brought before this August Assembly. More- 
over is not a healthy and proper convention that we should 
develop in the House. 

Next, Sir, coming to the other point I have to tleal with, 

I wish to say that it is time that Government sliouitl think of 
having an effective control over inills -at least in mills 
wherein it has invested a suffittient capital. I have bt,‘en feel- 
ing that, so far as promotions, recruitment and transfers, etc., 
in such mills are concerned, there is a lot injustice tlune to a 
worW who, either by conviction or for various other reasons, 
is not in a position to associate him.self with a particular trade . 

■ union or sometimes not in a position to tune to the maiiageiial 
tone.

I do not think, Sir, that these things could be cheeked with- 
out an effective control on the part of the Government. I 
wish that Government, instead of thinking that it should step 
in only as and when there is a major crisis in mills, should, also 
in the ordinary routine, think of protecting the rights of 

■ r ihdividuals who otherwise might succumh to hardships. 

I have also, through experience, learnt that as far as the 
question of seniority and merit goes m each and every mill, 
there are certain hardships and I have reason to feel that 
the Labour Department h not in a jx^ition to solve all. of. 
'them. It is not. because that the labour Department has 
hO n^a to solve them but, as tlungs stands tShejr seem to feel

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has been expressed on the question of effective control by 
Members on the other side of the House and I fully agree 
with them. I do not, however, know whether they fully 
-agree with me so far as the approach to the question is con- 
cerned. 

There is another reason for which I have been pleading 
this. I am afraid that generally the managers or the manage- 
ments have been adjusting to that particiUar person or those 
or group of persons who make them feel that they have got 
the right of might. By ‘ Right’, I do not mean the moral 
right I mean ‘ physical right ’ or’ the capacity to strike at 
the management. To such things, managements are gene- 
rally yielding. As a result of this, due justice is not forth- 
coming in indmdual cases. Taking advantage of these 
situations, undesirable persons enter the mills in order only 
to precipitate strikes and further the cause of certain move- 
ments which are not of trade unionism. It is also essential 
that in mills there should be uniformity of grades, uniformity 
of workvin a similar pattern of mills, — say, textiles. This 
should he brought forth, in the general interests of the emp- 
loyees. 

It is only governmental interference specially and at 
a high level that is going to bring them and if that is not 
done, I am afraid there will be no help to the right cause and 
right individual. Hence, I request that effective control 
of the Government should be . there. 

I would now like to refer to one more point raised by an 
hc»t Member and that is the charge that the hon. Minister 
fo? Cqnuperce and Industries ,holds the portfolio of labour 
also, as a result of which Justice may not ^ done to labour. 
I think, Sir, that this is an experiment Worth trying. Of 
course, it is a conflict of interests and the conception behind 
- the two intent is different. In spite of that due to the fact 
that the Congress has sdways stooid for the principle of adjudi- 
cation and arHtSal^n, and has been able to evolve coihpro-“ 
mise between the private enterpii^ and the. labOuecs, by 
following the spirit of collective bargdthihg of the conaiponor 
and the worker, I therefore, think that this experiment should 
be. given a fair trial and I think it pioves successful. >. '
